Hi Steve, 

These look fantastic! We found a few errors. Please see changes/corrections below: 


o PI Map - The font direction of “Fountain Ave” is opposite all the streets it runs parallel to. It is 
facing the proper direction on P2 MAP, in that it faces the same direction of the parallel 
streets. 

o PI and P2 Map - The “You Are The Star Mural" (#26) is on the east side of Wilcox. Both 
maps have it incorrectly labeled on the westside of Wilcox, 
o PI and P2 Map - The key lists #12 as “W Hollywood Hotel” and the map lists it as “The W 
Hotel”. Please change this so both the key and map location read “W Hollywood Hotel”, 
o Pi and P2 Map - Las Palmas is spelled as “Las Plamas”. Please correct all to “Las Palmas”, 

o PI and P2 Map - The key lists #11 as “Fonda Theatre” and the map lists it as “The Fonda 

Theatre”. Please change this so both the key and map location read “The Fonda Theatre”, 
o PI and P2 Map - The key lists #60 as “Hollywood Roosevelt Hotel” and the map lists it as 
“The Hollywood Roosevelt”. Please change this so both the key and map location read “The 
Hollywood Roosevelt”. 

o PI and P2 Map - The key lists #64 as “Klimpton Everly Hotel” and the map lists it as 

“Kimpton Everly Hotel”. Please correct the spelling and change all so both the key and map 
location read “The Kimpton Everly Hotel”. 

o PI and P2 Map - The “Walk of Fame” stops at the south west and south east corners of Vine 
and Yucca. On the map, the “Walk of Fame” extends north to the 101 and that is not the case, 
o Can we remove the “City of Los Angeles ATM machine” listing and dollar sign logos entirely 
from the map? The ones listed are mostly in banks and technically the City of Los Angeles, to 
my knowledge, does not have their own ATM machines.
